SHOP JUSTIFIABLE 


College Debaters Argue Impor- 


tant Principle of American 


Federation of Labor. 


The closed shop, which is a shop 


where only union men are employed, 
one, of the principles of the American 
Federation of Labor, was declared un- 
justifiable by the judges of the de- 
bate between the Juniors and Seniors 
of Gettysburg College in Brua Chapel 
Wednesday evening. In discussing the 
question, 
Resolved, that the closed i 


shop is justifiable, the Seniors support- j 
ed the 
affirmative 
side and 
thei 


Juniors, the negative. 


Although both sides contended they 


were not debating labor unions, many 
of the arguments were supported by 
recent happenings in the industrial 
world. 
The winners of the debate 


based their contentions on the state- 
ments that the closed shop limits pro- j 
duction and increases its cost, that' 
it tends to breed anarchism and Bol- 
shevism and is un-American and that 
it is morally unjustifiable. , 


Declaring that the closed shop is the 


only way in which labor can be dealt 
with equitably, the affirmative team 
launched their arguments. They con- 
tended that to do feway with the 
closed shop would be the end of labor 
unions, that it was the only effective 
system 
of enforcing collective bar- 


gaming and that it would better work- 
ing conditions and increase produc- 
tion. 


The decision of the judges was 


unanimous for the negative.
